aaljJ—The President possesses un- 
imited power under the constitution 
{o pardon persons held guilty of crimi- 
nal contempt of the federal courts, and 
that power is intrusted to the execu- 
tive to afford a check on poassible 
judicial injustice. 

This is the gist of a decision handed 


the case of Philip Grossman of Chi- 
cago, who was pardoned by President 
Coolidge of criminal contempt of the 
federal district court. The opinion 
read by Chief Justice Taft and from 
which there was no dissent, frankly 
gncluded the wisdom of the provision 
this check upon the judiciary. 


How the Case Came Up. 

Grossman was sentenced to a year 
in jail and to pay a fine of $1,000 for. 
iontempt of an injunction restraining 
him from selling Mquor. Before he 
had been committed to jai] the Presi- 
dent his sentence to the 
payment of the fine.

reported to have been killed either 


from shock or from falling chimneys. 
The seventh was at St. Anne de la 
Parade, about seventy miles from here, 
where an aged woman died from shock.

The point where the quake is be 
lieved to have been most severe is at 
St. Paul’s bay, sixty miles below Que 
bec, where the earth is reported to 
have “‘shimmied’’ for twenty-five min- 
utes, but elsewhere the 
the earthquake is variously reported 
between twenty-five seconds and three 
minutes.
